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The Campaign In Massachusetts. 


Of the'various State elections which take place tomorrow none 


will be watched with so much interest as the election in Massachu- 
setts. For a variety-of reasons the Bay State returns this year will 
have a special significance for political observers throughout ^ the 
country. What they will really signify is a question, but politicians 
ind political wiseacres are so accustomed to look for signs and por- 
tents in off-year elections that they are all preparing to -take the 
weather guage from the. way Massachusetts v.otes this year. 


The returns willJ indicate, in a considerable measure at least, 


hew well Senators Lodge and Crane,have retained their grip. Last 
year one of those local kicks for which Massachusetts is famous 
name near unhorsing Senator Lodge. It elected a Democratic Gov- 
ernor by a decisive majority and very nearly gave the Democrats 
control of the Legislature., Whether tile Democratic wave has spent 
its force remains to be.seen. That it has subsided somewhat is~con- 
fidently asserted by those conversant with New England politics. 
Governor Foss is confident of re-election, however, and the betting 
is slightly in his favor. Massachusetts is in the, habit of giving 
Governors who give satisfaction a second term, therefore it is not 
improbable that Foss will be re-elected. 


President Taft carried the State by 110,000 plurality in 1908,'but 


Jast year Foss received a plurality of over 30,000. But 'this is not 
so significant as might apj>ear"on the surface. Massachusetts gave 
Roosevelt 85,00.0 majority in 1904, but at the same election elected 
William L. Douglas, Democrat, Governor by 35,000 majority.. The 
local Republican machine was rebuked, but the Ba)r State remained 
true to her political traditions. 


Massachusetts elected William L. Russell Governor three times 


in succession, but 'her electoral vote always went to the nominee of 
the Republican convention. A Democratic victory this year would 
be no indication whatever that the State will vote for a Democratic 
President in 1912. Massachusetts has never given her vote for a 
Democratic Presidential candidate since the second election of 
James Monroe. 


This year the Democratic platform is radical in seve'ral particu- 


lars. It declares for a downward revision of the tariff, .for an in- 
come tax and for the initiative and referendum. The convention 
balked at the recall. Incidentally.the Lodge-Crane machine is given 
a severe scoring'. 
. 


Mr. Froihingham, the .Republican nominee for Governor, was 


elected Lieutenant-Governor last year. He is running on an ortho- 
dox Republican platform, which endorses the administration of 


1 President Taft and declares for protection. There is not the slight- 
est hint of radicalism or insurgency in it. Indeed, it is so conserva- 
tive as to make the line of division this year unusually sharp >and 
distinct. For that reason the returns will be scrutinized with in- 
tense interest in every section of the country. 


"The credit of Los Angeles will be ruined if the city elects a 


Socialist Mayor," says the Los. Angeles Express. "Nonsense. The 
election of a Socialist Mayor has not ruined the credit of Berkeley 
nor injured property values to.any perceptible extent. It will hurt 
Los Angeles some to elect 'a Socialist Mayor, but the injury will 
not be irreparable nor so serious as many people imagine. The 
credit'of Los Angeles do.es not rest upon such a flimsy foundation 
that it can be destroyed by. the result of an election. 


The Iwk's Plea for Mercy. 


Just as we expected the outcry about Italian barbarities in Trip- 


oli is followed by an appeal for intervention, which the Turkish gov- 
ernment has sent out to all the .great powers, including the United 
States. Evidently the outcry was raised as a basis for an appeal for 
intervention. It was originally set up by correspondents of Eng- 
lish newspapers and was promptly seized upon and re-echoed by 
the subsidized .press bureau the Porte maintains in the principal 
European capitals. Doubtless the holders of Turkish bonds are 
helping to swell the chorus. 


Doubtless there was some indiscriminate killing following the 


attempt of the Turks and Arabs to retake the city. It could hardly 
have been otherwise. The' inhabitants of the city, who had sur- 
rendered and been, given rations by the Italian commander, attacked 
the Italian troops in the rear, while they were repelling an assault 
from the outside. This attack began in the dark hours of the%early 
morning. The Italians were shot in the back from Arab houses and 
narrow alleys densely populated by women and children. Their 
heavy losses show how deadly' was the treacherous attack in the 
rear.

In suppressing the rear assault the Italians were compelled to 


fire into houses containing women and children from which the 
treacherous Arabs who had, in violation of trje terms of surrender 
and the laws of war, 'commenced shooting'in the backs of the Italian 
soldiers. The Italians cleaned out the nest of serpents wifh consid- 
erable ferocity. That they killed a number of women and children is 
probably true. They, could not help doing so. If they shot every 
Arab they found with arms in his hands, as they probably did, they 
were observing the laws, of wan 
The .Arabs drew the vengeance 


on themselves. They opened fire on the Italians from houses con- 
taining their wives and children, and then complain that women and 
children were barbarously slain. 


But what a figure the Turk1 cuts as a complainant against inhu- 


manity ! With his hands dripping from the indiscriminate slaughter 
of Christians in Albania and Armenia, he asks the Christian nations 
to intervene in his behalf because the Italians have barbarously 
killed women and children in Tripoli. He does not dare "tell that 
the killing was incidental to a melee caused by a characterisic bit of 
Moslem treachery. He ignores the fact that the Tripolitans first 
violated the laws of war and drew fire on the houses occupied by 
their women and children. The blood of Christians slaughtered 
wherever the Turk or the Arab has set foot should rise in protest 
against granting, the plea of this red-handed criminal of theyage— 
this national murderer, ravisher, oppressor and persecutor.- 


The Turk appealing to the Christian powers to punish and pre- 


vent barbarities in war! What a spectacle! What an affront to 
civilization! The Sultan's, hands are still gory from the recent mas- 
sacres in Albania. He has scarcely washed away the stains of the 
slaughters in Armenia. "But they were my subjects," he will prob- 
ably exclaim. "I have a right to massacre my "own subjects, but 
the Italians have no right to kill them. It is not honorable "war- 
fare." But behind the bloody Turk and his miserable plea is' Eng- 
land. That country rules a vast Moslem population, and true to her 
ancient policy she is taking the side of the Turk against the Christ- 
ian for sordid, selfish reasons. •

Booming Cheese- 


The Department of Agriculture is maTC- 


ing a commendable effort to rehabilitate 
cheese as a common article of diet. Sev- 
eral things have helped to give cheese a 
bad name. Latterly it has become fa- 
miliar to Americans chiefly as a decora- 
tion of the free lunch counter 
or as 


the substance,of which Welsh rabbits are 
made. 
In. these two forms it has In- 


curred wide unpopularity, for the lunch- 
counter man,, as a riije, serves only the 
cheapest grade- of skim milk cheese and 
the rabbit can be so badly cooked as to 
make the eater gladly take the anti- 
casein pledge the morning after. More- 
over, 
the -degenerate imitation Swiss 
cheese which floods the market has prac- 
tically killed, the popular appetite for the 
once detectable Schweitzer sandwich. 


The Agricultural Department's'experts 


combat the idea that cheese is Indigesti- 
ble, and certify generously to its admira- 
ble qualities. The trouble in this coun- 
try is that we have never recognized 
sufficiently how compact 'and sustaining 
a food It is, as is evidenced by the fact 
that cheese is ..so often served as a late 
dinner course. If the dinner is a real 
dinner 
tfie .cheese is superfluous. ,*It 


would be: just as sensible, to sarv'e" slice's- 
of beefsteak before the coffee, for cheese 
is 'twice - as substantial a food as lean 
meat, bulk for bulk. 
A small cube of

Two Members of Carlos' Crew 


Subdued Only After 


Pistol Battle. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. B.—When, 
the steam schooner Carlos, plying be- 
tween here and Portland, reached this 
city yesterday afternoon she brought 
with her two sailors in irons and a 
lale of mutiny and bloodshed' seldom 
recited in these days of wireless com- 
munication and uneventful journeys 
up and down the Pacific Coast. 
Dan Wilson and Peter Bradley, the 
two sailors charged with Insubordina^ 
tion at sea, are now locked up in the 
city prison, accused of attempted mur- 
der, and a bullet wound in Eraaiey's 
'Jaw stands as mute evidence of the 
struggle between the officers and the 
two sailors on Friday afternoon, when 
TVilson and Bradley are declared, to 
have mutinied and attempted to exter- 
minate the. ship's officers and crew 
with butcher knives. 
According to the tale of Captain 
Petersen, Wilson and Bradley obtained 
possession of a quantity of whisky 
early Friday afternoon and announced 
their Intention o.f quitting work .and 
taking possession of the vessel. '

failed and Bradley, leaving "Wilson in

It was ended only when the mate of 
the schooner obtained the-revolver and 
as Bradley made a vicious lunge at 
him, according to1 "the eye-witnesses' 
tale, shot "him in the jaw, the bullet 
Inflicting a serious -wound.
